muy do no harm (o advocate the estension of
ihe rule to the limit of prudence; bnt o long as
individual avarice and natlonal sel#shness pre-
vai!, 1t will be well to provide tariils and custom
Louscs, a8 well as bolts, bars, and polive.

As for the pacific and civilizing influenes of
international commerce, we have reconily had a
rich specimen of it i British neutrality; und, if
peaco 18 to fbe maintamed with ekher nations,
we submit that an intelligent velunteer systom,
cosst delenses, and independent manufactures,
aro much more eilicisat and cheaper means than
laree importations. The English newspapers,
manuincrurers, and their jobbers on this side
